2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Badding reference discloses fuel cell "200" comprising: an array of fuel cells 
wherein each electrochemical cell includes an anode "16", a cathode "12", and an 
electrolyte sheet "10" in between the anode and cathode; an interconnect "14" that is an 
electrical conductor that is disposed between a pair of adjacent fuel cells and is not 
stacked on either of the adjacent fuel cells wherein the interconnect is electrically 
connected to the cathode of one of the adjacent fuel cell and extending in parallel to the 
cathode and is also electrically connected to the anode of the other of the adjacent fuel 
cell and extending in parallel to the anode, and wherein a portion of the electrolyte of 
the pair of adjacent fuel cells is sandwiched between the interconnect (See paragraph 
[0030] and Figure 1B). 
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However, Badding et al does not expressly teach a film having windows that is 
laminated on the porous insulating film such that at least one of the first and second 
electrodes of the power generation units are disposed in the windows.
